ACCIDENTS 

Motorcyclist dies 
after hitting a tree 

A MOTORCYCLIST died after crashing into 
a tree in Halesowen on Monday. 

Paramedics and passers-by battled to 
save the 22-year-old rider following the 
crash on A456 Manor Way, but he was 
confirmed dead at the scene. 

Two ambulances and the Midlands Air 
Ambulance were called to the scene fol¬ 
lowing the crash near to the Grange Hill 
junction at around 9.30am. 

It came less than 24 hours after a motor¬ 
cyclist was seriously injured in an accident 
on Birmingham Road, Rowley Regis. He 
was taken to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital.

A THRIVING town centre busi¬ 
ness is closing after just 18 
months - after being burgled 
for the second time. 

Bosses at Hyper Hyper Clothing 
in Stourbridge say they are unable 
to continue after suffering losses of 
around £5,000 in stolen stock and 
criminal damage during the latest 
raid, which took place in October. 

Craig Smith, who runs the store with his wife 
Jennifer, described it as ‘soul destroying’ and 
warned that other traders in Stourbridge were 
suffering after burglaries. 

The businessman also reckons that many 
independent trader are keen to sign up to a pri¬ 
vate security service to protect their shops after 
a recent spate of thefts. 

Describing the latest incident, Mr Smith 
said: “It was on a Sunday and I’d closed at 2pm 
as normal. I came home and then realised I’d 
left my laptop in the shop. So I went back and 
I think I must have disturbed them. There was 
damage everywhere.” 

Mr Smith said this was the second time they 
had been victims of a break-in and this time the 
cost - as well as the fear of it happening again - 
was too much for them continue trading 

“It is soul destroying. We only opened 18 
months ago and we invested a lot of time and 
money into the business,” said Mr Smith. 

“We were doing OK and have some loyal cus¬ 
tomers, but these are costs you can’t account 
for. 

Insurance 

“Even with insurance you have to pay the 
excess,” added Mr Smith. 

He highlighted that his business is just one 
of many in the centre of Stourbridge to suffer 
burglaries in recent weeks. 

“There have been a lot of break-ins, right in 
the centre of Stourbridge, along Market Street 
and the High Street. 

“Others have had it happen twice too. It’s 
really bad at the moment. 

“We’ve spoken to police about it but I know 
they don’t have enough resources. If some¬ 
thing big happens in Dudley they are sent over 
there,” he claimed. 

Mr Smith added that a private security firm 
had also offered to patrol the area if each busi¬ 
ness contributed a sum towards the cost, but 
not everyone wanted to sign up to the scheme. 

He said: “It’s a shame because that would 
have made a difference. I know a lot of the in¬ 
dependent businesses liked the idea.” 

West Midlands Police confirmed that they 
were called to a break-in at Hyper Hyper Cloth¬ 
ing on October 2. A man has been charged with 
burglary and was due to appear at Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates Court this week. 


RAIDERS WRECK CHARITY’S VITAL DELIVERY VAN

A CHARITY which had its van stolen during 
a raid on a community centre in Dudley has 
said the loss of the vehicle has had a ‘massive’ 
impact on its service. 

But bosses at Lunch on the Run said they 
would not be beaten after the break-in at their 
base at the DY1 Centre in Stafford Street. 

The burglary also saw around £600 in cash 
stolen, including £200 which had been raised 
for cancer charity Macmillan. 

Thieves struck at the centre last Wednes¬ 
day, forcing their way into the building, 
which serves as a base for several charities. 


A coffee shop is also run from the centre, 
which only opened last year. 

West Midlands Police has launched an 
investigation into the raid and theft of the 
white Ford Transit van. 

The burned out wreck of the van was later 
found abandoned. 

The Lunch on the Run charity, which trains 
people with learning disabilities, bought the 
van - which cost £16,000 new - after a fund¬ 
raising campaign. 

The van was crucial to Lunch on the Run’s 
deliveries to businesses across the Black 


Country. Since the break-in, the charity has 
been using a car but the situation is far from 
ideal. 

Manager Sally Bassett said: “We had fund¬ 
ing given to us in order to buy the van and it 
was the first time we had ever had a brand 
new, purpose-built vehicle. 

“We had it for six years and it had 14,000 
miles on the clock, so it had been looked after. 
The insurance will pay us but not enough for 
a new van. 

“Thankfully we have an estate car to use to 
deliver buffets but it’s not the same.” 


CANALS 

Campaign to tackle 
the towpath tippers 

SHOPPING trolleys, tyres and traf¬ 
fic cones - even a submerged car - 
are among hundreds of items found 
dumped in the Black Country’s canals. 

The Canal and River Trust has re¬ 
vealed that the problem across the 
waterways of the Black Country and 
Birmingham is costing more than 
£100,000 to tackle. 

Now the trust is launching a new 
campaign to clamp down on the illegal 
fly-tipping by encouraging the public to 
report the towpath tippers. 


COUNCIL 

Anger at £50,000 
cost for gadgets 

OPPOSITION leaders at Dudley Council 
have hit out at the cash-strapped author¬ 
ity for paying ‘extortionate costs’ to fund 
councillors’ IT equipment. 

Councillor Paul Brothwood, leader of 
the UKIP party in Dudley, is calling for an 
‘immediate review’ of Dudley Council’s 
spending of almost £50,000. 

Devices such as iPads, smartphones 
and a digital camera are bought for coun¬ 
cillors using the money, alongside home 
broadband and mobile SIM cards. 

The Labour-run council says it is ‘essen¬ 
tial’ for councillors to have ‘swift access’ to 
communications in the digital age. 
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Driver is remanded after fatal crash 



Georgia Ann Evans, 18 


A 24-year-old man has appeared in court 
following a crash that killed a teenage 
girl in Dudley. 

Georgia Ann Evans, 18, from Himley, 
died after a collision between her Ford 
Fiesta and an Audi on Priory Road, Dud¬ 
ley, on Thursday, at around 10.35pm. 

A passenger also suffered non-life 
threatening injuries. 

The Audi driver is alleged to have 
abandoned the car at the scene. 

Kuba Oles, of Beaconview Road, 
West Bromwich, is charged with caus¬ 
ing death by dangerous driving, failing 
to stop and failing to report in relation 


to the accident on October 27. He was 
remanded in custody until his next ap¬ 
pearance at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on November 28. 

Oles is also accused of driving danger¬ 
ously in a separate incident on the Bir¬ 
mingham New Road on October 1. 

Miss Evans was described as ‘kind- 
hearted and spirited’ by her devastated 
parents. 

Police have said they remain keen 
to speak to anyone who witnessed the 
crash, which happened near the junction 
with Cedar Road at around 10.30pm. 

Sergeant Alan Wood, from the West 


Midlands Police Collision Investigation 
Unit, said: “Our enquiries are contin¬ 
uing and we are still appealing for wit¬ 
nesses to come forward. We would like 
to speak to the driver of a light-coloured 
van that was travelling along Priory 
Road shortly after the collision and 
turned left into Cedar Road. 

“We have specialist officers who con¬ 
tinue to liaise with Georgie’s family and 
our thoughts remain with them at this 
sad time.” 

Miss Evans’ parents said: “Our beau¬ 
tiful, kind-hearted and spirited daughter 
has been taken away from us.” 


Intu is stepping up 
Merry Hill investment 

SHOPPING centres owner intu 
Properties is to invest £85 mil¬ 
lion over the next two years to 
improve its Merry Hill complex. 

But it says the impact of the closure 
of ten BHS stores could reduce the 
level of rental income growth for this 
year. 

The group is to re-model the now 
vacant BHS store at Merry Hill. 

Intu has announced a £350 million bond 
offering with part of the money raised to be 
used to finance the initiatives planned by 
2018 to improve the shopping centre. 

The group spent £410 million buying the 
50 per cent of intu Merry Hill it did not pre¬ 
viously own in June from the Queensland 
Investment pension fund in Australia. 

It said it remained on target to deliver 
growth in like-for-like net rental income 
for 2016 in the range of three to four per 
cent. 

A statement said: “We expect this mo¬ 
mentum to continue in 2017 with good 
progress on lettings and rent reviews. 

Opportunities 

“We also have opportunities to improve 
the tenant mix from re-letting the BHS 
stores and taking major stores back for 
re-modelling at intu Lakeside and intu 
Merry Hill. 

“The void periods this creates could im¬ 
pact 2017 growth by two per cent to three 
per cent resulting in a lower level of aggre¬ 
gate growth in like-for-like net rental in¬ 
come than we expect to achieve in 2016,” it 
said in a trading update. 

Since the start of July the group has 
sold intu Bromley for £177.9 million and 
has agreed 67 new long term leases - 61 in 
the UK and six in Spain - for £13m of new 
annual rent. 

Occupancy across its centres is 95.6 per 
cent, a reduction of 0.6 per cent from June. 

It said new lettings in the year had more 
than offset the one per cent impact from 
the closure of BHS. 

Chief executive David Fischel said: “We 
continue to demonstrate the attractiveness 
of our top quality prime shopping centres 
to shoppers, to retailers and to global in¬ 
vestors.” 

Intu is at various stages of negotiations 
on letting eight of the former BHS sites.

Remembrance 
parades will 
continue in 
the borough 

THE Remembrance Sunday parade 
through Dudley will be going ahead, de¬ 
spite earlier concerns such events would 
be in jeopardy due to changing police 
policy. 

Earlier this year, parades were under 
threat after West Midlands Police said 
they would no longer provide officers for 
traffic management duties. 

The change in policy from the force 
meant that closing roads for the pa¬ 
rades would be the responsibility of 
organisers, who could face costly bills 
to pay for professional traffic manage¬ 
ment contractors. However, the annual 
Dudley events will be going ahead, with 
the Mayor of Dudley set to pay tribute 
at Armistice and Remembrance Sunday 
services in the town. 

On Friday, November 11, veterans 
will join council staff, councillors and 
members of the public at the Clock 
Tower in Priory Street for the annual 
Armistice Day to mark the end of the 
First World War. The service at 11am 
includes the laying of wreaths and a two 
minute silence. 

Priory Street will be closed on the 
morning and alternative routes sign¬ 
posted during closures from 8am to 1pm. 

On Sunday, November 13, a Remem¬ 
brance Day service will take place at the 
cenotaph in Ednam Road at 10.40am. 

Ex-servicemen and women, along 
with community groups, will parade 
from Vicar Street from approximately 
10.30am. Uniformed organisations will 
meet from 10am.

Art group 
has lost its 
venue for 
showcase 

AN art group, formed in Dudley near¬ 
ly 90 years ago, will be without a per¬ 
manent venue for its annual show fol¬ 
lowing the closure of Dudley Museum 
and Art Gallery in the town centre. 

The Dudley Society of Artists, 
formed 1928, will be holding their last 
exhibition at the venue from Novem¬ 
ber 26 to December 22 at the building 
in St James’s Road. 

Dudley Council is to consider the 
future of the site, though there are 
plans to move exhibits to Dudley Ar¬ 
chives and History Centre on Tipton 
Road. 

Terry Glazebrook, chairman of 
Dudley Society of Artists, said: “This 
has left us in a difficult position and 
we are now having to look at the pos¬ 
sibility of doing similar pop-up shows 
throughout the year instead. It is in¬ 
credibly sad.” 

Budget 

Earlier this year Dudley Council 
revealed the museum and gallery as 
to be closed down as a result of crip¬ 
pling financial cuts being made to the 
council budget, which the Labour run 
council blames on lack of Government 
money. 

A petition was signed by more than 
4,000 people who wanted to the mu¬ 
seum and gallery maintained. 

Under the scheme the museum, 
which has geology and fine art collec¬ 
tions, would neighbour Dudley Zoo 
and Castle and the Black Country 
Living Museum as part of a tourist 
quarter. 

MP welcomes 
funding U-turn 

DUDLEY NorthMP Ian Austin has 
welcomed a Government U-turn on 
plans to cut apprenticeship funding. 

The Government had announced 
funding cuts for 16 to 18-year-old 
apprentices by around 30 per cent, 
rising to over 50 per cent or more 
for apprentices living in the most de¬ 
prived areas of the country. It has now 
dropped these plans and promised to 
boost funding instead. 

Mr Austin conducted a survey of 
thousands of residents and found that 
more than nine in 10 opposed cuts to 
apprenticeship funding. 

He said: “We need to make educa¬ 
tion and skills Dudley’s top priority to 
help local businesses grow, give young 
people a good start and help older peo¬ 
ple get new jobs too.” 

Civic awards event 
for 40 children 

INSPIRATIONAL young people in 
Dudley were honoured with awards. 
Mayor of Dudley Councillor Moham¬ 
med Hanif attended the inaugural 
children in care awards. More than 
40 children were nominated. 


Sir Lenny one of f most influential'

BLACK Country comedian Sir Lenny 
Henry has been named among the most 
influential black Britons. 

The star was voted into the top 10 of 
the Powerlist, along with Formula One 
world champion Lewis Hamilton, double 
Olympic champion Mo Farah and film 
director Steve McQueen. The annual list 
celebrates the 100 most powerful people of 
African and Caribbean heritage in Britain. 

Sir Lenny, who grew up on the Buffery 
estate in Dudley, rose to fame on TV tal¬ 
ent show New Faces. He was pipped to the 
top spot in the Powerlist by cyber secu¬ 
rity expert, philanthropist and educator 


Tom Ilube. The awards honour men and 
women from diverse industries including 
science, technology and the arts. Winners 
were recognised at Goldsmith’s Hall. 

Earlier this year Sir Lenny was pre¬ 
sented with a British Academy of Film 
and Television Arts (Bafta) special award 
in recognition of his outstanding contribu¬ 
tion to television. 

He has previously received two Bafta 
nominations for The Lenny Henry Show 
and received a lifetime achievement award 
at the British Comedy Awards in 2003. 
Last December, the star was knighted for 
services to drama and charity. Mr Ilube, 


53, from Richmond, west London, was 
a founder of internet bank Egg, set up 
credit rating organisation noddle.co.uk 
and is chief executive of technology com¬ 
pany Crossword Cybersecurity. 

He also founded technology school 
Hammersmith Academy in 2011, is the 
chairman of ADA College, a specialist 
computing college, and set up the charity 
Africa Gifted Foundation to help trans¬ 
form the lives of children on the continent. 

Mayor of London Sadiq Khan said: “It’s 
vitally important that we continue to tell 
these stories of successful people from our 
black communities.” 


Drug user's threat to kill 
his mother and siblings 


A MAN under the influence of drugs 
had a look of ‘pure evil’ in his eyes 
as he threatened to kill his mother 
and siblings. 

The incident happened after Adam Wil¬ 
letts fell into a spiral of depression and 
drug-taking which led to his wife and chil¬ 
dren leaving home. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
Willetts, 31, of Cotswold Close in Rowley Regis, 
had been holding a blade at his side when he 
threatened to slit the throats of his mother, 
half-brother and half-sister. 

Willetts’ moment of madness came after he 
had lost his job and his life spiralled out of con¬ 
trol due to substance abuse. 

His mother initially said she was ‘petrified’ 
he would kill her on September 29 this year. 

He was also found in possession of cocaine 
and cannabis. 

The court heard how Willetts’ wife found 
him overdosed on a drug and decided that was 
the final straw for their relationship. 

Cut 

Prosecutor Kevin Jones said: “His drug tak¬ 
ing got out of hand. When he saw his mother, 
half-brother and half-sister he said that he 
would slit their throats. 

“He doesn’t recall saying it and told police 
he just wanted to harm himself. He cut his 
own left wrist and needed to go to hospital for 
treatment. 

“All of the witnesses made further state¬ 
ments in which they said that he didn’t hold 
the knife close to them. The drugs were also 
found on him when he was arrested.” 

Willetts pleaded guilty to affray and posses¬ 
sion of class A and B drugs. 

Defence barrister Richard Franck said: “His 
nan died a year ago and it had a massive impact 
on him. He hadn’t had any dealings with drugs 
before then. But he slipped into a deep depres¬ 
sion and felt like he wanted to kill himself. 

“His wife is trying to set up appointments 
for him with psychiatrists. His wife wants him 
back. The main reason she left him was his 
drug use. He wants to get back in control of 
his life.” 

The court heard that in her first statement 
his mother said that ‘the look in his eye was 
pure evil’ and she was ‘petrified he was going 
to kill her with the knife’. 

Judge James Burbidge deferred sentence 
until November 24 for reports. 


Visitors 
to zoo 
in a flap 
over owl 

HE stands at only 20cm 
tall but Pascal the burrow¬ 
ing owl didn’t get in a flap 
when a cheeky wasp caused 
abuzz. 

The five-month-old Dud¬ 
ley Zoo owl was abandoned 
by his parents at just a week 
old and bird keepers stepped 
in to rear the youngster. 

The owl, who weighs a 
mere 134g is keen to show 
off his big personality and 
now considers the staff his 
parents, noisily hooting 
whenever they’re around 
Keeper, Kriss Pearson, 
said: “He’s very cheeky and 
is constantly calling to us 
as he knows we’re the ones 
who feed him.” 

When staff first rescued 
him, they were feeding the 
chick up to five times a day, 
on a diet of finely diced mice 
and rats. Now he’s fully 
grown, he’s been moved to 
join the other birds of prey 
in the Elephant House - 
and he’s quickly become a 
firm favourite with visitors. 

Mr Pearson added: “Vis¬ 
itors love him because he’s 
very cute; who doesn’t love a 
tiny owl and he’s a bit differ¬ 
ent, as during the show he 
usually ends up on our head 
or runs across the floor fol-

Petition against crossing wardens' axe 


A PETITION has been launched to 
stop the axe falling on crossing war¬ 
dens from outside schools in Dudley. 

The council has said it can no 
longer afford to provide crossing pa¬ 
trols and that schools must pay to 
keep them. 

The proposals have been met with 
widespread concern and parents have 
now urged bosses to think again. A 
petition has been launched to put 


pressure on the council to scrap the 
plans and has already been signed by 
almost 400 people. 

There are fears wardens will go as 
schools will be unable to afford them, 
in turn putting children’s safety at 
risk. 

Under the plans, patrols will be 
axed from April, saving the author¬ 
ity around £260,000 a year. Schools 
could have to fork out anything from 


£1,000 to as much as £20,000 for sites 
which have more than one warden. 

Cat Ketley, from Halesowen, who 
launched the petition, said: “Schools 
feel there is a great need for crossing 
patrols to be kept to maintain the 
safety of children and families, but 
they themselves have budget con¬ 
straints. When the Government is 
trying to promote healthy lifestyles, 
surely it is a false economy to axe 


crossing patrols which encourage 
families to walk to school.” 

Parent Charlene Williamson, from 
Halesowen, said: “I want to keep my 
children safe. Without a crossing pa¬ 
trol there will be accidents.” 

Councillor Hilary Bills, for envi¬ 
ronmental services, said the safety 
of children was ‘paramount’ but that 
the authority was experiencing ‘un¬ 
precedented financial challenges’. 


Equipment lack a factor 
in sister's death, claim

A STOURBRIDGE man who 
claims his sister was de¬ 
nied vital health support for 
a genetic condition before 
she died has hit out at West 
Midlands NHS providers. 

Bryan Gould, aged 56, says he 
watched the condition of his sister, 
Christine, who suffered with ocu¬ 
lopharyngeal muscular dystrophy, 
worsen before she died in 2014. 

He says NHS providers’ lack of 
support in giving her life-saving 
equipment was a factor. He is meet¬ 
ing in Parliament with NHS bosses 
and MPs, including Stourbridge rep¬ 
resentative Margot James. 

The equipment in question was 
a machine that helps people with 
muscle-wasting conditions to cough. 
Brian, who also suffers from OPMD, 
said: “My sister really needed sup¬ 
port from a cough assist machine, 
but never received it. Her quality of 
life would have been so much better 
in her final years with access. 

Cures 

“This potentially life-saving de¬ 
vice is vital for people with weak 
respiratory muscles. There are 
no treatments or cures for mus¬ 
cle-wasting conditions, so to deny 
people in this way is just shocking.” 

The equipment simulates a cough 
for those whose chests are too weak 
to naturally clear their lungs. If left 
untreated, it could cause chest infec¬ 
tions and even premature death. 

There is now a local cough assist 
commissioning policy through NHS 
Dudley CCG. But Brian said: “It is 
disgraceful other CCGs in the West 
Midlands and nationally are stalling 
on such crucial equipment.” 

Muscular Dystrophy UK says 
West Midlands NHS leaders have 
refused to adopt a funding policy for 
cough assist machines, despite them 
being available elsewhere. 

Nic Bungay, director of cam¬ 
paigns, care and information, said: 
“We are extremely concerned that 
despite premature deaths linked to 
being denied this vital equipment, 
most NHS providers still do not 
have a policy in place.”

Devastating 
fire wrecks 
furniture 
business 

A FAMILY-run furniture firm which 
was devastated by a massive fire has 
been forced to shut down. 

Flames reached 40ft as Sprite Lei¬ 
sure, in Tividale, was engulfed by the 
fire in July. Around 75 per cent of the 
building was destroyed. 

Last week a spokesman for the firm 
confirmed it had been forced to close 
due to the fire and said ‘things were 
up in the air’. 

A message on its website says the 
company has ceased trading. 

It reads: “Sprite Leisure have 
ceased trading. We would like to take 
this opportunity to thank our custom¬ 
ers for their custom and support.” 

Distraught 

At the time of the blaze, emergency 
services said concrete asbestos had 
been involved in the fire. Eyewit¬ 
nesses described the scene as ‘horren¬ 
dous’ as crews remained on site for 
most of the day. 

Speaking at the time of the inci¬ 
dent, Watch Commander Steve Lees, 
from Dudley Fire Station, said: “The 
fire was already through the roof on 
arrival. Crews started removing prod¬ 
ucts to ensure that didn’t become in¬ 
volved in the fire as well. 

“There was cement asbestos in¬ 
volved. We had put our safety meas¬ 
ures in place to ensure both our 
firefighters and members of the public 
were not unduly put in harm’s way. 

“The owner of the businesses were 
in attendance. They are quite dis¬ 
traught.”

'Minnie Mouse' gloves robber jail term cut 



Shane Hadlington: lesser role 


A ROBBER who was caught out by the 
‘Minnie Mouse’ gloves he wore when raid¬ 
ing a Black Country shop has had his jail 
term slashed by 18 months. 

Shane Trevor Hadlington, 27, of no 
fixed abode, was jailed for six years at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on April 8 
after he and another man raided the One 
Stop store in Bourne Street, Coseley, on 
August 15 last year. 

Mr Justice Hickinbottom told London’s 
Appeal Court that it had been raided no 
less than three times in the previous 18 
months. 

The second man, who has not been 


caught, grabbed a shop assistant and 
marched her to a backroom store. He 
then picked up a metal bar and made a 
second member of staff unlock a cabinet 
and fill a duvet cover full of the cigarettes 
and spirits. 

Meanwhile, Hadlington filled a bag full 
of cigarettes and alcohol from the shelves. 
He stayed in the shop and ‘did not know 
precisely’ what was happening in the 
back. The pair left after three minutes 
with £3,700 worth of swag. 

Hadlington was identified by a ‘Dad’ 
tattoo on his arm and the distinctive ‘Min¬ 
nie Mouse’ gloves he wore, which were 


later found at his home. He denied taking 
part in the raid but the jury did not be¬ 
lieve him and he was convicted of robbery. 

He had 16 previous convictions involv¬ 
ing 64 crimes, including stealing cars, a 
robbery and burglary. 

Lawyers argued his jail term was too 
tough considering his lesser role in the 
robbery and argued the judge who jailed 
him gave ‘too much weight’ to his crim¬ 
inal record. 

Mr Justice Hickinbottom said the ‘sen¬ 
tence imposed was too high and man¬ 
ifestly so’. Hadlington’s jail term was 
reduced to four-and-a-half years. 


Family disgusted at 
death driver's sentence 


A DRIVER who caused his friend’s 
death after crashing his sports car 
through a wall has been jailed for 14 
months. 

A court heard how 31-year-old Jamie 
Wharton raced down St Peter’s Road in 
Netherton before skidding into a garden, 
killing 23-year-old passenger Timothy 
Pearson. 

Mr Pearson’s family and friends walked out 
of Wolverhampton Crown Court in disgust 
after Judge John Wait told Wharton his sen¬ 
tence. The court had earlier been told that Mr 
Pearson’s death had wrought a ‘devastating’ 
impact on his family and friends. 

Wharton was driving a Nissan Skyline with 
Mr Pearson as a passenger on the evening of 
June 3, 2014, when it left the road. The exact 
speed could not be calculated but eyewitnesses 
said it was well in excess of the 30mph limit. 

Wharton, of Birch Coppice, Quarry Bank, 
had earlier been due to stand trial on a charge 
of causing death by dangerous driving. 

Lesser 

After the Crown Prosecution Service agreed 
to accept the lesser charge of causing death 
by careless or inconsiderate driving, Wharton 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced on Friday. 

Mr Pearson, who was from Quarry Bank, 
was pronounced dead at the scene of the acci¬ 
dent. Wharton was injured in the crash but has 
made a full recovery. 

The judge told Wharton: “Timothy Pearson 
was a devoted grandson whose death has dev¬ 
astated a whole family to the extent that some 
are on medication and some are receiving coun¬ 
selling. It is no exaggeration to say that a whole 
family has been devastated by your actions on 
that night.” 

The judge added that he was satisfied from 
police evidence that Wharton had been drink¬ 
ing alcohol either on the day of the crash or had 
consumed ‘far, far more’ than he had admitted 
to officers. 

He said Mr Pearson’s death had been caused 
by a ‘combination of deficiencies’ in Wharton’s 
driving, which included his inexperience in 
driving his Nissan Skyline sports car, which 
he had owned for 10 years but took out rarely. 

Defending Wharton, Mr Andrew Jackson 
said his client was sorry for his actions and he 
was ‘emphatically not’ a boy racer. 

Wharton was also banned from driving for 
four years and seven months.

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High-speed 
rail plan 
is on the 
wrong track 

PUTTING the case for high-speed rail this 
week, HS2 chairman Sir David Higgins 
made a very telling comment. 

“Birmingham and the wider West Mid¬ 
lands region are already enjoying the 
benefits of HS2,” he said. 

Aside from the questionable assertion 
that we are already feeling the benefit of 
high-speed rail, it was the phrase “Bir¬ 
mingham and the wider West Midlands” 
which jarred the most. The clear implica¬ 
tion being that the other towns of what 
is loosely termed the West Midlands are 
satellites of Birmingham, a sort of com¬ 
muter belt around the great metropolis. 

For the record, Birmingham has a pop¬ 
ulation of about 1.1 million, “the wider 
West Midlands region” has a population 
of five million. Which presumably means, 
when our West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority gets going, that Birmingham will 
receive just 20 per cent of any investment 
in public infrastructure. Yeah, right. 

Now I can see how Birmingham will 
benefit from a fast rail-link to London, and 
good luck to it. The proposed transport 
hub at Stafford will also be good news for 
the town’s economy, even if that is scant 
consolation to those whose homes and 
businesses will be obliterated by the line. 

But while upwards of £55 billion is be¬ 
ing thrown at a scheme to benefit a hand¬ 
ful of already wealthy large cities, there 
does not appear to be even a few million 
to throw at what passes for a rail service 
in the Black Country. 

While Birmingham receives its fourth 
city centre railway station, the rail net¬ 
work for the Black Country remains a 
joke. There are a few small commuter sta¬ 
tions at places such as Tipton, Old Hill or 
Cradley Heath, and the odd direct service 
to London from “Sandwell & Dudley”, on 
the outskirts of Oldbury. West Bromwich 
and Dudley remain splendidly isolated. 
No-one can spare a few million to reopen 
the Walsall-Wednesbury-Dudley railway 
line, which would bring far more benefits 
to the Black Country than HS2. 

The great and good in the Big Smoke 
may have learned to stop referring to the 
West Midlands as “Greater Birmingham”, 
but their thinking is very Brum-centric. 

The truth is that for a long time Bir¬ 
mingham has had far more in common 
with London than it does with the Black 
Country. How much more will that divi¬ 
sion grow when it is takes 52 minutes to 
travel by public transport from Birming¬ 
ham to London, but 1 hour 26 minutes to 
get from Birmingham to Kingswinford?

Glenn’s purple patch 
in the Black Country 


JORDAN HARRIS talks to 
rock legend Glenn Hughes 
about his roots, family, life 
in LA and, of course, music, 
as he prepares for his gig at 
Wolverhampton’s Wulfrun Hall 

“A lot of people are a bit embar¬ 
rassed to talk about where they 
come from but that has never been 
the way with me -1 think it is impor¬ 
tant to be proud of your roots.” 

The words of Cannock-born rock superstar 
Glenn Hughes, speaking about about his fa¬ 
ther’s death, returning to the Black Country, 
Walter Zenga (before his sacking) and the US 
Presidential election ahead of his show at Wol¬ 
verhampton’s Wulfrun Hall on November 9. 

Promoting his first solo album in eight 
years, the former Deep Purple vocalist and 
bass player will return home for the show on 
November 9, thousands of miles away from 
his current home in LA, where his friends and 
family will be processing the results of the lat¬ 
est election. 

He said: “It is pretty ironic really, that when 
all of this election stuff comes to an end, I will 
be in Wolverhampton, at least I will be safe 
there. 

Economy 

“I wouldn’t like to pick a side out in the open 
because my family out here is so split down the 
middle, but I just hope whoever wins makes 
the right decisions, sorts out our economy and 
our safety. 

“We can’t have another 9/11 happen again, 
we live in such a crazy time right now all over 
the world and I do think this vote is crucial to 
everyone’s safety in the future.” 

The 64 year-old, who has lived in America 
for 43 years, spoke of his pride at being able 
to return home and play to adoring crowds 
following the upcoming release of Resonate, 
which was written during his rehabilitation 
for two knee operations and recorded in Co¬ 
penhagen.

He said: “A lot of the kids might not under¬ 
stand this today but when I was a young guy 
trying to start out in music, the Wulfrun and 
the Civic Hall were the big aim. 

“I remember seeing bands at the Ship and 
Rainbow in Wolverhampton, the Cleveland 
Arms and Three Men in a Boat pub in Walsall, 
there were just so many places to watch and 
play live music but the Wulfrun and Civic were 
the ambition. 

“I have a very good memory of where I come 
from, the Black Country is a great place for 
music and the people are amazing. It is some¬ 
thing I have always tried to embrace.” 

Earlier this year, Glenn returned home in 
tragic circumstances to be with his family 
after the death of his father William. 

William had passed away just four hours 
prior to his son collecting an award inducting 
Deep Purple into the Rock and Roll Hall of 
fame at a ceremony in LA. 

Speaking of his father’s death, Glenn said: 


“I had spoken with my mother a few days be¬ 
fore and I kind of got the message that he was 
on his way out. 

“He was always a huge supporter of my 
career and I know how proud he was that I 
would be getting this award, which is such a 
rare achievement. 

“It transpired that he had passed away just 
hours before the ceremony, so I like to think 
he was looking down from the Royal Box smil¬ 
ing. 

“I have dedicated that award to him because 
he deserves it, he gave me this life and always 
encouraged me to cherish it. 

Trapeze 

“If I could give one bit of advice to young 
readers it would be to love your family, you 
only get one and when they are gone, you re¬ 
ally miss them.” 

The singer, who has been called a ‘true vocal 
and musical icon of our times’ started off with 


bands Finders Keepers and Trapeze before 
finding international fame with Deep Purple 
in the 1970s. 

Following the late withdrawal of 1980s 
American funk band Living Colour as the sup¬ 
port act for his upcoming tour, which starts 
on November 8 in Leamington Spa, Glenn has 
decided to bring along Walsall heavy rock act 
Stone Broken as openers. 

He said: “I don’t really know what happened 
with Living Colour but I do have to say this, if 
I have my name printed on a ticket, you can be 
pretty damn sure I will be there. 

“I just think its not cool on the fans to pull 
out like that, you really have to make these 
commitments. 

“Anyway, who wouldn’t want to play the 
Wulfrun Hall in November? 

“However, everything happens for a reason 
and now I have an opportunity to welcome a 
young Black Country band into this lifestyle. 

“I remember when I started out, The Moody 
Blues really gave me that big break that I 
wanted so badly. 

“Hopefully I can do the same for Stone Bro¬ 
ken, I am really excited to see them perform.” 

Another part of home that remains close to 
Glenn’s heart is his football club. 

The avid Wolves fan watches as many games 
on TV as possible and despite living in the 
USA, still considers himself a true supporter 
of the club. 

Despite the club’s recent takeover by Fosun 
Group and a £30 million investment in players 
over the summer, the team is languishing in 
the lower half of The Championship table. 

Of his team’s plight, Glenn said: “I am not 
into clubs just sacking managers all of the 
time for any reason but I think they got the 
wrong guy in Walter Zenga. 

“I thought that at the time and my opinion 
hasn’t changed. 

“I won’t name names but I know of at least 
four British managers who could go into that 
club this week and make a positive change. 

“I think the owners have the right idea, they 
are going about it in the right way, but I can’t 
see Zenga being there after Christmas.”

IN the 70s when most 
working people’s basic food 
bill was around £5 my hus¬ 
band was out of work for 
12 months at a time, twice. 
After the bills were paid out 
of his dole money I was left 
with around £1.50 to buy 
food for a family of four. 

My father never had a 
particularly well paid job 
so my mother had to man¬ 
age and she taught me how 
to cook meals from cheaper 
cuts of meat. We also had 
cooking lessons at school. 

My family never went 
without a good meal and 
always had breakfast. We 
could not have biscuits, 
sweets, crisps or holidays 
but you cut your cloth ac¬ 
cordingly. There were no 
food banks and benefits 
were unavailable to anyone 
buying their own home. 

It was hard but we got 
through it. I feel if many 
people were taught how to 
manage their money better 
and how to cook on a budget 
there would be a less of a 
need for food banks now.

Can anyone explain 
flaw in this logic? 

WILL someone please point out the flaw in my logic? 

Scenario: UK as I hope, refuses the free movement of 
people and is therefore kicked out of the EU single market. 

Result: EU puts up tariff barriers to Brit goods; UK puts 
up tariff barriers to EU goods. However, with the pound 
being devalued, shortly, prices of EU goods into UK will 
rise and prices of Brit exports to the EU will fall. 

Net effect: EU sales to UK hit by a double whammy of a 
higher price due to the declining pound plus a further price 
hike due to the UK import tariff increase. This results in a 
substantial adverse effect on the sale of EU products in the 
UK. This would be particularly severe on expensive luxury 
goods from the most influential EU countries. 

UK sales to EU would cost more by reason of imposition 
of an EU tariff but due to the weakness of the pound this 
would be negated to a greater or lesser degree. 

Why am I not hearing from politicians and economists 
that EU exports to UK would price wise increase by a much 
greater degree than prices of Brit goods to EU thereby giv¬ 
ing UK a commercial advantage and why am I hearing 
nothing of this bargaining chip from the Remoaners?

Traders step up action 
call on uneven paving

Inquest on rider's death 


TOWN centre business own¬ 
ers have called for action 
over uneven pavement slabs 
on a street popular with 
shoppers. 

Traders on Wolverhampton 
Street, Dudley, claim the uneven 
surface is ‘causing people to fall’ 
and despite trying to get in con¬ 
tact with local authorities to solve 
the problem they say ‘nothing has 
been done’. 

The council also placed new loading 
restrictions on the street two years 
ago, placing a ban on loading and 
unloading, between 9am and 6pm, in 
response to complaints about pedes¬ 
trian safety. Mohammed Sagir, owner 
of Direct Link Communications, has 
claimed traders were not told about 
these restrictions. 

Deliveries 

He said: “The restriction has de¬ 
stroyed local businesses as we cannot 
accept deliveries during those times. 
We simply asked for them to repair the 
pavement in the street but the council 
placed the loading restrictions instead. 

“We need to accept deliveries during 
the hours that lorries are banned for 
stock in our shops but we have no ac¬ 
cess for lorries at the back of our shops 
as there’s no room. 

“I had a deliveryman come in to 
quickly drop off a delivery on Thurs¬ 
day which only took five minutes but 
within those five minutes a traffic war¬ 
den had been and left him with a fine.” 

He says he is yet to hear back after 
contacting Ian Austin MP about the 
matter. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “We’re trying to manage the situ¬ 
ation the best we can as we know it’s a 
narrow road and it’s also an important 
road in the heart of Dudley.” 


AN inquest has opened into a 20-year- 
old man who died after a motorbike 
crash. 

Elliot Beddow, from Bridgnorth 
Road, Stourton, died after a crash on 
Brettell Lane, Brierley Hill, in the 
early hours of September 3. 

The apprentice engineer was riding 
his Harley Davidson when, at around 
2.10am, he collided with railings and a 
wall as he came around a right-hand 
bend on the crest of a hill. 

Black Country Coroners Court 


heard how he sustained multiple inju¬ 
ries and, despite the efforts of emer¬ 
gency services, was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

Sergeant Chris Ridge, from West 
Midland Police Collision Investigation 
Unit, said: “CCTV has now been ana¬ 
lysed and all witnesses spoken to. We 
are awaiting the scene reconstruction 
report and any possible charges.” 

Senior Coroner Zafar Siddique sus¬ 
pended the inquest pending the ongo¬ 
ing criminal investigations.

End of an era as historic 
church set for demolition 


WORK to tear down an historic 
church that has stood in the Black 
Country for 170 years has begun. 

Workmen have begun the process 
of demolishing St Luke’s Church 
in Cradley Heath. The High Street 
building is being razed for safety 
reasons. 

Crucial repairs to enable the build¬ 
ing to stay standing would have cost 
£750,000, the sort of money which 
just couldn’t be raised. 

The church closed in October 2014 
due to its declining condition. A new 
home has been found for the congre¬ 
gation at St John’s Church, Dudley 
Wood. Despite the demolition of St 
Luke’s, the footprint of the building 
will remain and be turfed over to 
provide a community space where 
people can sit next to the graveyard. 

Archdeacon of Dudley Nikki 
Groarke said: “While it is always 


sad when a building has to be demol¬ 
ished for safety reasons, we know 
that in reality the church is the peo¬ 
ple, not the bricks and mortar. 

“The congregation of St Luke’s 
has joined with that of St John’s, 
and together they are having a great 
impact on the local community.” 

Vicar of Dudley Wood and Cradley 
Heath, Alicia Baker, said: “People 
have obviously felt very sad to lose 
St Luke’s but have been very un¬ 
derstanding when the reasons have 
been explained. 

“Lots of people walk through the 
graveyard on their way to and from 
the town centre, so having the green 
space will make it a pleasant area 
for all.” 

Hundreds of people took the op¬ 
portunity to say goodbye to the 
church at an open day before it 
closed its doors.

Officer honoured for 
effort to save woman 

A BLACK Country police constable has been honoured 
after his actions gave a gravely ill woman extra time 
with her family. 

In February an elderly woman from Dudley activated 
her telecare button stating she was on the floor and not 
able to get up. Two telecare officers went to her house 
and could see her sitting on the floor and waving at them 
in distress but were unable to get access to the property. 

Police help was asked for and PC Steven Dunn was 
sent to the home. He found the telecare workers already 
inside, as they had managed to get a spare set of keys 
from a neighbour. 

The woman appeared lifeless. PC Dunn began per¬ 
forming CPR until paramedics arrived and together they 
tried to resuscitate the woman. They managed to regain 
a pulse before she was taken to hospital. It was later con¬ 
firmed that had PC Dunn not attempted CPR the lack of 
oxygen flow could have resorted in brain damage. Sadly 
the woman passed away a few days later.

“SHE was a beautiful, bright and brilliant 
daughter.” The words of heartbroken father 
Nazir Shahid following the tragic death of his 
20-year-old daughter Imama Shahid. 

Imama, aged 20, from Halesowen, died after tak¬ 
ing unlicensed weight-loss tablets, an inquest heard. 

Senior Coroner for the Black Country, Zafar Siddique, 
said he would now ‘use his powers’ to write to The Home 
Office to get the dangerous 



drug - called dinitrophenol 
- banned. 

Imama had recently 
taken her college exams 
and passed with ‘excellent 
grades’, and had been ac¬ 
cepted to Leicester Uni¬ 
versity to study a Medical 
Science degree. 

The court heard Imama 
was taken to Russells Hall 
Hospital in Dudley after 
a rise in her temperature 
caused her to feel unwell. 

Temperature 

She had been on medi¬ 
cation for kidney problems 
since the age of six and had 
also been diagnosed with 
lupus in 2007. 

Mr Shahid, aged 46, a 
self-employed cab driver, 
said: “We noticed that she 
was feeling warm. My eldest 
daughter called an ambu¬ 
lance as her heart rate in¬ 
creased too. 

“She told ambulance staff 
that she had taken some 
weight loss tablets. When I 
got to the hospital she was 
okay and the nurses said 
that her temperature was 
going back to normal, so not 
to worry. But then her con¬ 
dition deteriorated again.” 

Mr Shahid added: “Imama 
was incredibly loving and

caring and was fantastic 
with children. 

“She loved clothes shop¬ 
ping and make up and 
would always look after the 
rest of the family too. She 
cared about everyone.” 

Mr Shahid said Imama 
was worried about her 
weight from the side ef¬ 
fects from her medication. 
Following her admission to 
hospital on June 18 she suf¬ 
fered a cardiac arrest and 
could not be resuscitated. 

In a medical report it 
revealed that Imama had 
taken six dinitrophenol tab¬ 
lets over 48 hours. 

The cause of death given 
was dinitrophenol fatality. 
The senior coroner Mr Sid¬ 
dique gave a conclusion of 
accidental death due to tak¬ 
ing the drug. 

He said: “This is an unli¬ 
censed slimming aid that is 
incredibly dangerous.” He 
added he would try to stop 
the substance from being 
sold. This was an incredibly 
talented and bright young 
lady who lost her life. 

“I intend to write a report 
to The Home Office to see 
if this substance could be 
stopped from being sold.”

Frustration 
at delay to 
revamp of 
bus station 


DUDLEY’S development boss says he is frus¬ 
trated over a lack of progress on a planned 
revamp of the town’s bus station. 

It was revealed earlier this year that improvements to 
the station, as part of a wider £9 million scheme to boost 
public transport, had been put on hold. 

Dudley Council’s head of regeneration Khurshid Ahmed 


said there was ‘pressure’ on 
transport bosses at the new 
West Midlands Combined 
Authority to come with a 
plan that can be delivered 
as soon as possible. 

The combined authority 
has taken over the role of 
Centro, which previously 
managed public transport in 
the West Midlands and had 
been involved in the bus sta¬ 
tion scheme. 

Council chiefs are desper¬ 
ate to modernise the bus 
station.

Street is due to be modern¬ 
ised and extended while 
buses are also due to be 
upgraded to feature leather 
seats, wi-fi connections and 
charging points for mobile 
phones and tablets. 

Uncertainty over the fu¬ 
ture of the Cavendish House 
office block and plans to link 
the Midland Metro with

Dudley has also contributed 
to holding the scheme up. 

However, Councillor 
Ahmed said the Metro ex¬ 
tension should not be used 
as an ‘excuse’ not to start 
work on the bus station. 

He said discussions were 
planned with transport 
bosses to try to take the 
plans forward. 

He said: “It has got to 
start moving. The pressure 
is on (the combined author¬ 
ity) to come up with some¬ 
thing that is fit for purpose, 
which we have been de¬ 
prived of for many years.” 

Pete Bond, director 
of transport services at 
Transport for West Mid¬ 
lands, said: “This has to be 
a scheme that doesn’t just 
work for now, but works for 
the future growth strategy 
of Dudley.”

New £ll.7m training 
centre given backing 


COUNCILLORS have backed 
plans for a multi-million 
pound manufacturing train¬ 
ing centre in Tipton. 

The Elite Centre for Manufac¬ 
turing Skills (ECMS) will be built 
at the former Thomas Dudley site 
off Tipton Road, Tividale, in col¬ 
laboration with the University of 
Wolverhampton. 

It aims to arm teenagers and young 
people with the necessary qualifica¬ 
tions to get into work. 

The £11.7 million skills centre will 
offer specialist training in toolmaking, 
foundry skills, metal forming, forg¬ 
ing and treatment, manufacturing 
management and leadership. It was 
identified as a flagship project in the 
Black Country LEP’s 2014 Strategic 
Economic Plan (SEP). 

The now approved plans submitted 
to Sandwell Council state: “It will be 
a new employer-led training facility 
for the Black Country designed to im¬ 
prove productivity and growth in the 
high value manufacturing sector, one 
of the five transformational sectors

for the Black Country, with particular 
emphasis on the aerospace and motor 
vehicle sectors. 

“Extensive consultation has taken 
place with local businesses to deter¬ 
mine the demand for training for 
apprenticeships and higher appren¬ 


ticeships, not currently met by the fur¬ 
ther education system, via a feasibility 
study. This indicated that the ECMS is 
a viable proposition. 

“High Value Manufacturing employ¬ 
ers in the Black Country confirmed 
the findings in the SEP that they have 
a significant need for additional skilled 
people as well as a need to ‘upskill and 
multi-skill’ their existing workforce.” 

The proposals outlined that there is 
demand in these areas due to a grow¬ 
ing skills gap and hard to fill vacan¬ 
cies, an ageing workforce, absence 
of current training solutions and a 
shortage of relevant, locally accessible 
provision. 

The new centre will cover 913 
square metres. The centre is due to 
open in 2017 and it is hoped it will be¬ 
come the new institute of technology 
in the Black Country. 

The scheme received £7.6m of cru¬ 
cial funding from The Black Country 
Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) 
through its Growth Deal. Board mem¬ 
ber Ninder Johal said: “We really need 
to ensure manufacturing continues to 
flourish.”

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Brewery boss: Break-in 
will not dampen spirits

A BREWERY targeted by callous 
burglars, who took recipes and 
even a university dissertation, 
are refusing to let it get their spir¬ 
its down. 

The Stourbridge micro-brewery the 
Green Duck Beer Company, had two 
laptops stolen, as well as £100 in tak¬ 
ings and had its office damaged. The 
raid took place on the eve of its Octo¬ 
ber beer festival. 

Stored on one of the laptops belonging to 
the head brewer were important recipes for 
the brewery’s five cask ales. On the other 
was a bar maid’s university dissertation. As 
it was still due and not saved elsewhere, she 
is now having to start again from scratch, 
and can’t get an extension. 

Head brewer Alex 
Hill said: “They aren’t 
going to get that much 
money from them, 
but to us they had im¬ 
portant and personal 
things saved on them. 
But they obviously 
don’t think about 
things like that.” 

The 10 employees at 
the independent busi- 

Nathan Kiszka ness on Rufford Road 
say it is very much 
‘back to business as usual’. 

“Fortunately I had other copies of the 
recipes, although I did have some ideas on 
there for new ones. 

“But we’re not letting it get us down and 
we’ve just opened a new gin bar,” he said. 

Sales director Nathan Kiszka added: “It’s 
back to business as usual. We have already 
done all the repairs. It has been a nuisance, 
but we’re not going to let this get us down.” 

The brewery confirmed that they had 
handed some on site CCTV to police to aid 
with their investigation into the burglary, 
and have also upgraded their security so 
that there is now CCTV in the room that 
was targeted. 


TWO policemen have been reward¬ 
ed for their actions after preventing 
the death of a Quarry Bank man. 

Pcs Daniel Hackett and Andrew 
Farmer received a Royal Humane 
Society Resuscitation Certificate 
and Chief Constable’s Award. 

It followed an alert by Dudley’s 
home treatment team for mental 
health in August 2015. They had 
received a call from a man who said 
he was going to hang himself. 

The officers found the front door 
closed, but insecure at the Quarry 
Bank address. On entering, they 
found the man hanging from the 


loft hatch in the back room. He was 
unresponsive and had no pulse. 

The officers could tell he was still 
warm to the touch so they carried 
him into the hallway and began 
CPR. By the time another officer ar¬ 
rived, the man was breathing again. 

He was placed in the recovery po¬ 
sition and his breathing was mon¬ 
itored until an ambulance arrived 
and oxygen was administered be¬ 
fore he was rushed to hospital. He 
has since made a full recovery. 

A spokesman for West Midlands 
Police said: “Both officers acted 
quickly and effectively.”

New chapter in the 
history of Our Stour 


IT’S a river that has shaped 
the history and industry of 
the Black Country and once 
provided the power for its 
forges and mills long before 
the advent of the steam en¬ 
gine. 

Now former professional pho¬ 
tographer Graham Beckley has 
recorded ‘every nook and cranny’ 
of the River Stour as winds its 
way from the Clent Hills to the 
River Severn at Stourport. 

In his book, called Our Stour, he 
has documented the 30-mile long river 
from its source to the point where it 
enters the Severn with more than 200 
photographs taken during the past five 
years. 

“I wanted to go around its every 
nook and cranny. The river is so im¬ 
portant and is the reason the land¬ 
scape looks the way it does. 

Littering 

“When you are in a car, you can 
drive across the River Stour umpteen 
times and not realise it.” 

The 72-year-old is also a member 
of the Tidy Stourbridge group which 
is working to tackle littering in and 
around the town including the river. 

“During one litter pick we picked up 
119 shopping trolleys in a quarter mile 
stretch of the river as well as lorry 
tyres and road cones and signs. 

“It all seems to end up in the river 
which is a real shame.” 

Black Country Society member Mr 
Beckley said he was ‘very pleased’ 
with how his book has been received 
by readers. Copies have so far been 
sent as far away as Belfast and he has 
also sent paper and hardback versions 
to be deposited at the British Library, 

“It’s gone down really well. Many 
people say they have learned some-

they never knew before,” added Mr 
Beckley. 

He is already working on his next 
project which has seen him photo¬ 
graphing war memorials throughout 
the Dudley borough for the Black 
Country Society.

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Pervert had 
tried to lure 
girls into 

his BMW 

A MAN has been found guilty of trying to 
lure schoolgirls into his car during incidents 
across the Black Country - approaching two 
at a popular shopping centre. 

A jury at Wolverhampton Crown Court last week 
found Shawn Jones guilty of four charges of at¬ 
tempted abduction with intent to commit a sexual 
offence. He had denied all charges. 

The 45-year-old, from 
Norwood Wood, in Brierley 
Hill, had approached two 
teenagers outside a KFC 
restaurant at the Merry 
Hill shopping centre last 
summer before trying to get 
them into his BMW. 

One of the victims told a 
court she thought that she 
might be raped after Jones 
told the girls, aged 13 and 
14 at the time of the offence, 
that he loved them. 

They had been left in a 
car outside the restaurant 
after a friend and her grand¬ 
father had gone inside to get 
food for them all on June 20, 

2015. 

One of the girls told Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
earlier this week that she 
had taken her seatbelt off 
and moved position because 
she was so scared of what 
Jones might do. 

Jones admitted speak¬ 
ing to the girls but claimed 
he had just told them to 
stop giggling and that they 
should ‘behave’. 

Singing 

He also told police hat he 
had been singing along with 
his car radio and talking to 
a friend about a night out 
when the girls said he was 
intimidating them. 

Jones committed the of¬ 
fence outside KFC while 
he was on police bail after 
being charged over two ear¬ 
lier incidents which had in¬ 
volved him talking to young 
girls while sat in his car. 

These were in January and 
April last year. 

On January 15, 2015, 
he was found to have ap¬ 
proached a 14-year-old girl 
who was walking in the 
Kates Hill area of Dudley. 

He approached in his car 
and told the girl that she

was beautiful before offer¬ 
ing to drive her around in 
his car. 

And on April 14, 2015, 
he parked up and told a 
12-year-old girl in Slade 
Road, Cradley, that she was 
‘good looking’ and asked 
her if she wanted to ‘go for 
a ride’. 

When shown CCTV 
footage from that day, 
Jones said he was not sure 
whether the car in the video 
was his BMW. 

However, the number 
plate had been jotted down 
by the victims and reported 
to police. 

Prosecutor Mr Simon 
Phillips said: “He was sex¬ 
ually interested in the girls 
because of what he said to 
them. 

“He wanted to take them 
away, to detain them and 
commit some sort of sexual 
offence. 

“At the very least he at¬ 
tempted to abduct them for 
an unknown purpose.” 

Jones will now be put on 
the Sex Offenders Register 
and will be sentenced at a 
hearing held within the next 
month. He was remanded 
in custody.

National 
Trust plans 
to double 
its curators 


THE National Trust has pledged to double 
the number of curators it employs at its 
properties after it was accused of neglecting 
their heritage. 

Director general Dame Helen Ghosh announced 
it will increase the number of curators from 36 to 
around 65 full time staff over the next two years. 

The conservation charity was this week taking over the 


management of Shugbor- 
ough Hall and already looks 
after Wightwick Manor and 
Moseley Old Hall in Wol¬ 
verhampton, Kinver Edge 
and the Rock Houses and 
the Clent Hills, near Stour¬ 
bridge. 

It now plans to invest 
more in ‘curatorial excel¬ 
lence’ than at any time in 
its history. 

Dumbing 

But it comes after the 
trust had previously been 
criticised for dumbing 
down its properties after 
Dame Helen said its historic 
houses contained too much 
‘stuff. 

Last year, she said she be¬ 
lieved its displays needed to 
be simplified to make them 
more appealing to visitors. 

At the time Sir Roy 
Strong, former director of 
the Victoria & Albert Mu¬ 
seum criticised the move, 
saying: “Under her leader¬ 
ship, the shift down market 
has accelerated.” 

But now the trust has 
announced plans for a new 
executive role which will 
‘champion curatorial ex¬ 
cellence and deliver excep¬ 
tional visitor experience’. 
Dame Helen said they would 
be tasked with providing ex-

periences that ‘move, teach 
and inspire’ visitors to its 
sites including the 300 his¬ 
tories properties in its care. 

“We have many curators 
in the trust who combine 
deep knowledge of places 
and collections with flair 
and imagination in how they 
are presented to visitors. 
But we need more of them,” 
she said. 

“The new role of director 
of curation and experience is 
a critical one for the trust; 
it will help to marry high 
standards of scholarship 
and research with a com¬ 
pelling, inspiring and enjoy¬ 
able experience for all our 
visitors.”

How Powell's Rivers of Blood speech 
whipped up divisive storm in town 


AS new play starts its run in Bir¬ 
mingham, exploring the link be¬ 
tween a former Express & Star 
editor and Enoch Powell’s ‘rivers 
of blood’ speech, we take a look 
through the archives. 

The Tory MP’s views on mass immigra¬ 
tion were already making headlines before 
he gave his now notorious address which 
was to unleash a political storm. 

In the late 1960s Wolverhampton had ab¬ 
sorbed a large influx of immigrants, mainly 
West Indians and Kenyan Asians, and there 
were increasing fears of racial tension in 
the town. Mr Powell spoke out about this 
immigration, particularly the numbers of 
children arriving and the impact he be¬ 
lieved it was having on schools. 

At the time, it was reported that immi¬ 
grant children were arriving at the rate of 
25 to 30 a week. But on February 12, 1968, 
the MP for Wolverhampton South-West was 
criticised by the National Union of Teach¬ 
ers for ‘over-elaborating’ the numbers of

immigrant children in Wolverhampton 
schools and ‘making a bad situation worse’. 

Mr Powell had spoken to the Walsall Con¬ 
servatives and told how an MP colleague 
was ‘dumbfounded’ when he told him of a 
constituent whose daughter was now the 
only white child in her class. 

In response, the NUT said it knew of no 
school with only one white child in a class 
and Mr Powell was accused by its spokes¬ 
man of elaborating to make his point. 

Discrimination 

Powell refused to identify the school 
when later asked by reporters. 

Immigration was becoming a hot topic 
because the Government was preparing its 
Race Relations Bill which would prohibit 
discrimination on the grounds of race in 
certain areas, particularly housing, where 


many local authorities had been refusing to 
provide houses for immigrant families until 
they had lived in the country for a certain 
number of years. 

But Mr Powell was ‘going to great pains’ 
to highlight what he believed was a growing 
problem of mass immigration. On February 
17, 1968, the Express & Star ran the views 
of Mr Powell’s fellow MPs across the Mid¬ 
lands. 

Many agreed he was correct to make a 
stance, some said it was only fair to control 
future immigration to help those who are 
were already living in the UK settle in and 
believed the current levels of immigration 
should not be sustained. 

Labour MP for Rowley Regis and Tipton 
Peter Archer said: “We live in an over¬ 
crowded island. 

“We shall have to consider seriously some 
greater restrictions but this should not dis¬ 
tinguish on grounds of race or colour.” 

Others were a bit more reserved. Julian 
Snow, MP for Lichfield and Tamworth 
and parliamentary secretary, said: “I am 


fully sensitive to the pressures on schools 
and housing, but I think the public should 
guard against being panicked into precipi¬ 
tate action.” 

On Saturday, April 20, 1968, 16 days 
after the assassination of Martin Luther 
King, Mr Powell delivered his now famous 
speech. He tipped off Express & Star editor 
Clem Jones that he was going to make an 
address, which he expected to be explosive. 
He had asked for advice on how to get the 
best possibly publicity for his speeches and 
had chosen a Saturday afternoon. 

As he spoke, he warned of an inflow of 
‘dependants’ and said it was like watching 
a nation ‘busily engaged in heaping up its 
own funeral pyre’. Calling for an immedi¬ 
ate reduction in immigration, he said: “We 
must be mad, literally mad, as a nation 
to be permitting the annual flow of some 
50,000 dependents.”

Gas danger warning for 
people in rented homes 


ALMOST 600 West Midlands Po¬ 
lice officers have been assaulted 
on duty in the first nine months 
of this year, according to figures 
from the Police Federation. 

The alarming figures have 
prompted West Midlands Police 
Federation to call on the Govern¬ 
ment to get tough on those who 
attack police officers and other 
emergency service workers. 

The newly released figures, 
taken from the force’s health and 
safety statistics, show there were 
586 assaults on West Midlands 
officers in the nine months to the 
end of September this year. 

That compares with 428 as¬ 
saults in 2012, 483 in 2013, 524 
in 2014 and 611 in 2015. 

In the same period, officer 
numbers in the West Midlands 
reduced by around 2,000. 

West Midland Police Feder¬ 
ation’s interim chairman, Tom 
Cuddeford, said: “I am deeply 
concerned that a growing num¬ 
ber of people seem to think it’s 
acceptable to assault police of¬ 
ficers. 

“Police officers work in their 
communities, fighting and pre¬ 
venting crime, keeping order and 
protecting the vulnerable. 

“They should be respected 
for the role they undertake and 
sadly that respect seems to be 
lacking in some members of the 
public.”

RENTERS in the West Mid¬ 
lands are most at risk from 
dangerous gas appliances, 
a new survey has found. 

A total of 27 per cent of rent¬ 
ed accommodation in the region 
were found to have unsafe gas 
appliances. 

Now Gas Safe Register, who un¬ 
dertook the survey, is urging home- 


owners, landlords and renters to 
understand where responsibility lies 
when it comes to gas safety. Other 
figures show that some 17 per cent of 
renters in the West Midlands are un¬ 
aware their boiler should be safety 
checked annually, and half of these 
do not think their boiler has been 
inspected this year. 

Jonathan Samuel, of Gas Safe 
Register, said: “Gas safety can be a 
matter of life or death. The findings 


from the 7,839 inspections carried 
out by our team in the West Mid¬ 
lands over the last five years show 
us that more unsafe appliances have 
been found in rented accommoda¬ 
tion in this region than in any other 
part of the UK.”

Exploring significant 
events from history 


T he BBC is launching a Black 
and British season, with 
programmes airing on TV, radio 
and online throughout November. 

And at the heart of the season is 
Black and British: A Forgotten History, 
presented by historian David 
Olusoga, which shows that the 
relationship between Britain and 
people whose origins lie in Africa 
reaches back much further than 
some viewers might think. 

Olusoga says: ‘This series will 
unveil a new type of black British 
history, because to me black history 
is everyone’s history. It’s the long, 
often tragic and always surprising 
story of Britain’s relationship with 
Africa and her peoples. It’s a history 
that takes place here in Britain but 
also in Africa and across the 
Caribbean and North America, and 
most of it is little known.” 

He adds: “But it’s also the story of 
those periods in our past when the 
rights, status and humanity of black 
people were among the big issues of 
the day, issues that helped shape the 
whole country and the empire. I’m 
really excited about presenting a 


black history that is a major part of 
the story of all us.” 

From the African trumpeter who 
performed in the Tudor courts to 
Queen Victoria’s African 
goddaughter, Black and British: A 
Forgotten History unearths some 
fascinating stories - as well as some 
uncomfortable truths, such as the 
roles played by the Stuart monarchs 
and African kingdoms in the slave 
trade. 

And along the way, Olusoga will be 
erecting 20 plaques to commemorate 
some remarkable events and 
individuals. 

The series begins with the 
presenter putting up the first plaque 
in the Cumbrian village of Burgh-by- 
Sands near the western end of 
Hadrian’s Wall. It was here that a unit 
of North African Soldiers were 
garrisoned in the 3rd century AD, 
making it the site of the first known 
African community in Britain. 

He also looks at the evidence 
suggesting that the Africans in 
Roman Britain weren’t just here on 
military business - they were raising 


families too. Olusoga asks why there 
are so few traces of this population 
today, and finds a possible answer in 
an encounter with Cedric Barber, an 
apparently white man whose great, 
great, great grandfather was a black 
Georgian. Due to intermarriage, 

Cedric’s black heritage has now all 

but vanished, and the programme 

raises the possibility that many white • ». J . 

people have hidden black ancestory. jj 

Olusoga then heads to Hereford 
Cathedral, home of the Mappa 
Mundi, to learn more about how, 
during the Middle Ages, Africa was 
perceived as a land of splendour and 
riches. 

These rumours would later inspire 
Tudor merchants to travel to West 
Africa, and the historian sets out to 
follow in their footsteps, seeming for 
himself the lavish displays of gold 
laid on in Ghana. 

However, just as equal trading 
relationship between Africa and 
Britain was beginning to take root, a 
new and devastating chapter of 
history began. Within a decade of the 
English arriving in Africa, their first 
slave-trading voyage had taken place.

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Megane hatchback has leading edge 


RENAULT MEGANE 



Premium car ambience, refinement and distinctive styling

Renault has hit the ground running with the 
latest new Megane range. 

The front runner is the 203bhp GT, but many 
potential custoimers will be just as happy 
with the 108bhp diesel, a real charmer for its 
punchy performance, low running costs and 
certainly one of the quietest and refined oil 
burners in its class. 

Prices for the new Megane, with a range of 
petrol and diesel engines, start at £16,600 
while the more powerful and comprehensively 
equipped GT starts from £25,500. 

Estate versions joined the range this 
autumn, with a diesel hybrid next year, and 
it would be very surprising if an even more 
powerful Renaultsport flagship doesn’t make 
an appearance in the near future. 

When designing a new car, factors such 
as aerodynamics (critical for fuel economy) 
and interior space are limiting factors, so it’s 
no wonder many family hatchbacks have a 
decidedly samey appeareance. 

But there’s a great deal of French style 
which sets the Megane apart and should 
make it easily recognisable on the road. The 
low, slippery front end is characterised by the 
C-shaped daytime running lights, with the big 
chrome diamond badge in the centre which is 
Renault’s new marque signature. 

Sculpted side panels take you to the rear 
of the car to a unique and stylish rear light 
cluster which, for the first time, is also lit up 
during daytime to give the Megane a look all 


of its own. The wide rear haunches, tapering 
to towards the front, make the new Megane 
look even wider and give it a purposeful look 
even at rest. 

Underneath the skin there is a range 
of efficient engines, some of the latest 
technological safety and driving aids and 
the use of higher grade materials around the 
cabin which has created the ambience of a 
more expensive, premium brand. 

It is remarkably quiet - the diesel in 
particular must be top of the class in this 
respect - with a much stiffer chassis, thicker 
glass and a lot of attention sound-deadening 
foam, felt and pads. 

For those who opt for the GT, some noise 
will be a requirement of the driving experience 
so in sport mode there’s an electronically 
produced soundtrack simulating a growly 
exhaust. 

The driving position is cockpit-like, with 
superbly shaped dual foam sports seats 
(alcantara in the GT) which support a wide 
range of body shapes, and there’s a plentiful 
range of adjustment. In the centre is the 
large new touch screen controlling a range of 
vehicle systems, including navigation where 
fitted. 

All Meganes are available with the new 
Multi-sense drive control system, operated 
through the central touchscreen. It allows 
the driver to programme the desired driving 
characteristics - neutral (or automatic), sport, 
comfort, personal and eco. These select the 
appropriate throttle response, engine sound, 
steering weight, climate control output, 


interior lighting and, on cars with automated 
tranmission, the speed of gearchanges. 

On GT models it also governs the use of 
the new 4Control active four wheel steering 
system, a feature unique to the Megane in this 
sector - in fact it’s something the car shaes 
with the Porsche GT3. 

Purely mechanical, passive rear wheel 
steering has been around for a few years - the 
old Honda Prelude being one example. But 
Renault’s computer-controlled system, where 
the position of the rear wheels are monitored 
100 times per second, is a a clear advance. 
The amount by which the rear wheels move is 
small - 2.7 degrees - but the difference is big. 

At low speeds, around town, the rear wheels 
turn in the opposite direction to those at the 
front, much reducing the Megane’s turning 
circle and endowing it with the agility of a city 
car. On the open road, the rear wheels turn 
with those at the front by just one degree, 
making for a quicker turn-in, with great 
stability and roadholding. You can actually 
feel it working in your favour. 

The car’s suspension is a good compromise 
between comfort and roadholding. The 
GT (not surprisingly) feels firmer, perhaps 
in part due to its larger, 18-inch alloys and 
lower profile tyres as well as its Renaultsport- 
developed springing. 

The GT comes only with the seven-speed 
dual clutch automated tranmission, with 
which you can choose an eco drive or a more 
sporty, free-revving performance via the Multi¬ 
sense system. 


Its 1.6 turbocharged petrol engine produces 
205PS and 280Nm of torque, plenty to take the 
car from a standstill to 62mph in 7.1 seconds, 
yet driven in gentler style it can achieve 47mpg 
(official test) and a C02 figure of 143g/km. 
Figures for the second test car, the 110PS, 

1.5 turbodiesel, are 11.3 seconds and up to 
72.4mpg, with a tax-efficient 96g/km of C02. 

The other petrol choice is a turbo 1.2 with 
130PS, the same as the 1.6 turbo diesel. 


Standard equipment includes multiple 
airbags, cruise control, ABS, stability control, 
tinted windows, fingertip audio remote control, 
and full Bluetooth connectivity. 

There are rivals to the new Megane offering 
high-effeciency engines but the French 
hatchback has an edge when it matches that 
with its premium car ambience, refinement 
and distinctive styling.

Boss Cullis is still the 
greatest club has seen 


HE WAS only 31 when he became man¬ 
ager in 1948, but over the next 16 years 
Stan Cullis - born 100 years ago last 
week - cemented himself in Wolves folk¬ 
lore. 

One of the most successful managers to grace 
the game in this country, he was lauded by his 
peers. In 1976, none other than legendary Liv¬ 
erpool boss Bill Shankly said of him: “It would 
be difficult to name anyone since the game be¬ 
gan who could qualify to be in the same class as 
Stan Cullis. 

“Above all, Stan is a very clever man who could 
have been successful at anything.” 

The man considered to be one of the greatest man¬ 
agers in English football history was born in Elles¬ 
mere Port on October 25, 1916. During his time in 
charge, he led Wolves to three Division One titles and 
two FA Cups and the he built in the late 50s is still 
regarded today one of most successful ever in English 
football. 

Stamped 

In 1960, he was one point away from completing a 
domestic double and a consecutive hat-trick of league 
titles. Although he was frighteningly young when he 
took charge of the team, he soon stamped his author¬ 
ity on it, behaving more like a strict headmaster than 
one of the chaps. 

But he was no ranter and raver. He famously never 
swore, but built his disciplinarian approach on tradi¬ 
tional elements of respect. Cullis would have died for 
Wolves, and he demanded his players do so too. 

In 1949 he lifted his first trophy as manager, beat¬ 
ing Leicester City 3-1 in the FA Cup final, capped by 
a goal from the late 

Sammy Smyth. It was Wolves’ first major trophy

since 1908 but in 1954 he delivered another - the first 
Division One title in the club’s history. 

It was made all the sweeter because the team 
overhauled Albion with five games to go. There was 
continental success too, in an age before European 
football. 

Cullis organised prestige matches against Spartak 
Moscow, who were hammered 4-0, and Dynamo Mos¬ 
cow, who were beaten 2-1. 

After Hungary embarrassed England 6-3 at Wem¬ 
bley, Wolves beat a Honved side littered with their 
national team stars 3-2 at Molineux. 

It led Cullis to laud his team as ‘champions of the 
world’ - and it sparked the formation of the European 
Cup. 

Cullis won two more Championships in 1957/58 
and 1958/59, as well as another FA Cup in 1960. 

Wolves began to struggle to maintain their domi¬ 
nance in English football, overtaken by Manchester 
United’s ‘Busby Babes’. But it was still a huge shock 
when Cullis was sacked in 1964. 

And the decision led to a huge backlash from the 
club’s fans. 

The team had made a poor start to the 1964/65 sea¬ 


son, with 48-year-old Cullis missing matches as the 
stress of the job took its toll. He oversaw their first 
victory on September 14, a 4-3 triumph over West 
Ham at Molineux. But the win couldn’t save him. 

Three days after a brief statement from the board 
of directors, the club, led by chairman John Ireland, 
finally made a proper statement, having felt ‘com¬ 
pelled to amplify their original statement’ due to ad¬ 
verse publicity. 

“It was with great regret this action had to be taken 
and that his long association with the club had to 
end,” the statement said. 

“The decision was brought about by events and 
pressure inside the club, particularly covering a pe¬ 
riod of at least three years.” 

It wasn’t enough to quell the anger of Wolves sup¬ 
porters who were disgusted with the way Cullis had 
been treated. The Express & Star, which set up a tes¬ 
timonial fund for Cullis, was besieged with letters. 

Greatness 

One, from someone calling themselves ‘Ex-Loyal’, 
summed up the anger: “It is no coincidence that these 
30 years of greatness have been the same 30 years 
that Stanley Cullis has given to the club. 

“And now, overnight, this club of ours have, by the 
stroke of a pen, converted themselves into ‘just an¬ 
other club’, have cast away their greatness and its 
dignity.” 

On the field Wolves, all too predictably, struggled 
to recover from the bombshell. They lost their next 
seven matches, won just 13 all season and were rel¬ 
egated to Division Two for the first time since 1932. 

Gold and black through and through, he declared 
he would not work in football again, although Bir¬ 
mingham City did manage to tempt him back into 
management a year later. 

He retired from football for good in 1970 and died 
just over 15 years ago aged 84.
